South  End  Proposal 

"Cumston  Court":  36-44  "flexible"  transitional  units,  35  moderate,  and 
30  market  units;  a  new  YWCA  facility  fronting  on  Shawmut  Avenue  would 
provide  transitional  program  services  and  child  care;  totlot  adjacent 
to  the  child  care  center;  open  space  courtyard;  and  62  below  grade  and 
18  off  street  parking  spaces.   TDC:  $15.327.000. 

Park  Square  Proposal 

"One  Park  Plaza":  two  separate  buildings  —  one  that  includes  a  new 
YWCA  health/ fitness  facility  and  six  floors  of  office  space;  and  a 
residential  building  incorporating  126  condominium  units,  retail  space 
at  the  ground  level,  and  a  4,000  child  care  center.  236  below  grade 
parking  spaces  are  also  proposed.  A  major  re-design  of  the  existing 
Park  Plaza  and  Emancipation  Statue  areas  is  proposed. 
TDC:  $107.049.000. 

The  10%  af fordability  requirement  for  Park  Square  is  responded  to  with 
a  $500,000  contribution  to  provide  af fordability  for  25  units  off 
site. 

Other 

This  team  is  the  only  one  of  the  four  proposals  that  includes  a  non- 
profit equity  partner.  The  YWCA  would  have  facilities  on  both  sites, 
and  would  be  primarily  responsible  for  operating  the  transitional 
housing  program.

"The  Pavilion":  36  condominium  units,  four  floors  of  office  space; 
ground  floor  retail;  a  child  care  center;  a  health  club;  and  200  below- 
grade  parking  spaces.   TDC:  $75,206,100. 

The  10%  af fordability  requirement  would  be  met  by  Pavilion  constructing 
25  moderate  income  units  on  another  appropriate  site. 

The  Emancipation  Statue  area  would  be  improved  through  the  project 
design,  and  on  going  maintenance  of  that  area  would  be  included  in  the 
building  management  plan 

Other 

An  endowment  consisting  of  a  participation  in  project  profits  up  to 
$1.2  million  would  be  administered  by  the  Boston  Foundation  to  pay  for 
ongoing  operating  costs  of  the  transmittal  housing.

Park  Square  Proposal 

129  condominium  units;  5  floors  of  office  space;  ground  floor 
retail/restaurant  space;  and  a  child  care  center.  Below  grade  parking 
for  201  cars.  Maintenance  funds  are  set  aside  to  benefit  the 
Emancipation  Statue,  which  is  improved  by  the  project  design. 

The  10%  affordability  requirement  on  the  Park  Square  site  is  responded 
to  by  a  proposal  to  work  with  CDCs  in  Bay  Village  or  Dorchester  to 
build  25  affordable  units  in  those  neighborhoods.   TDC;  $81.618.000.

Initial  endowment  of  $500,000  to  help  defray  ongoing  operating  costs;
